It
Ihr'an&irlult{ of is appearance on the hisiorical
records of Old Earth has any recommendator
qualifications, as is frequently the case wit
other things, certainly its importance will not
be considered far behind almost any other ari-
¢le of domegtic use,

Tradition, fsiling in the remoteness of the
earlier stages ol its being to bix with certainty
the invention of baer on earth, takes refuge in
the reglons of mytbology, and sccords its first
crention to the god Bacchue, Wnoether beer
owes its paternily to toe jolly Demon Bonus
{one of the many numes given to the god ol
wine, because, at all feasts, the last glass was
drank to his howvor), or to any less heathen or
more dyunken demi-god, is a matter of small
consequence in these days of earthly progros
siveness,

WHO INVENTED BEER?

Coming to what appeals more to our reason,
we ind tust Herodotus, whose writings are the
first extant of Greelsn historians, und who four-
ished 1n the close of the fifth century previous
to the Christinn ers, sets beer down as an Egyp-
tion iavention, nnd ascribes its discovery to
Isis, wife of Assyrin. She brewed n wine or
beverage (rom barley ; and My, Talboys Wheeler,
in bis remarkably iiterary panorama of the
history, maoners, arts, and social condition ol
the ancients of that day, tells us that, as vines
did not grow in Egypt, the wines ol Greece and
Phomicia were very largely imported and con-
sumed by those abie 1o enjoy such indulgence;
but those who could not boy the loreign

rowths, drunk a knd o!f home-mude wine or
